fifty  individual  flowers.  These  are  pinkish 
in  bud,  open  white  and  appear  from  two  weeks 
to  a  month  earlier  than  those  of  V.  carlesi. 

It  has  rich,  glossy  green  foliage,  some  of  which 
turns  purplish-bronze  with  winter  weather. 

Not  only  fully  hardy  on  the  Pacific  Coast  but 
also  in  all  but  the  very  severest  climates  in  this 
country  as  evidenced  by  the  following: 

“Horticulture”  recently  reported  that  it 
has  survived  winters  in  Southern  Ontario. 

“American  Nurseryman”  says  it  recently 
stood  a  severe  winter  in  Painesville,  Ohio. 

It  grows  readily  from  cuttings  but  our  experi¬ 
ence  is  that  budded  or  grafted  plants  are  de¬ 
cidedly  superior.  We  believe  that  this  is  sure 
to  become  one  of  America’s  most  popular 
shrubs.
